Last night, a new Play, in five acts, called Waverjey, was per- 
formed at this Theatre for the first time; it is founded on the firet of 
those works which have given animmortal fame to the memory of their 
great author, ead was brought out originally in 1823, at the Dyblia 
Theatre, for the benefit of its author, Mr Caleraft. TDhoygh the noyel 
from which it is taken is eminently beautiful and interesting, we can- 
- not say as much for the Play, which is on the contrary, extremely 
heavy. Many of the sitoations, which read delightfally, on the acene 
were flat and ineffective, and the consequence was, that the play went 
off very heavily, and thovgh there was no disapprobatiopp expressed 
till it was annousced for repetition, when a faw hisses were heard, there 
was little or no applause, with the exeeption of the-scene of the Ball- 
room, in Holyrood, where a dance by all the eharagters called forth 
the most raptuous applause, and an universal call for its repetition. 
Warde, Vining, Bartley, and Ellen Tree, acted remarkably well. Mr 
Haines, by his clever performance,.as Kuan Dhu, gave great importance 
to the part, and. F. Matthews, by the happy droll manner in which 
he uttered ‘ We all drink brandy,’ elicited. harst of applause. After 
the Play, ‘Sheridan Knowles’s Masque, in honour of Sir Walter Scott, 
called Lhe Vision of the Bard was produced, and met with the.most 
brilliant and well deserved guocess. It opens with a viewof the borial 
plaee of Sir Walter Scott, Dryburg Abbey, (a.sceneof exquisite beauty, 
painted by Grieves, which was hailed with shouts of approbation,) 
whither the Bard, (Mr Sheridan Knowles,) comes to place.a ,wreath 
on the tomb of the poet, and to recite some lines in his praise, -and 
these he did so monthe, that for our parts. ‘‘ we had as lief the town 
erier had spoke our lines.’ The Bard then falls asleep, and Fancy 
conjures up a vision, in which the Geniuses of England, Ireland, and 
Scotland, mourn,the loss of the Scottish Poet, when Immortality.ap- 
pears, aod tells them the fame of him they mourn shall last for ever. 
Eight beautiful scenes or liviog pictures from his principal works are 
then exhibited, and nothing can surpass their beauty, or the admirable 
manner in which they are arranged, unless it.be the last scene, where 
by-a pretty conceit, and as a delicate eompliment, posterity.are,sup- 
posed to be engaged, in 3364, paying a tribute to the still cherished 
memory of Scott, by celebrating a jabilee at his mouldered tomb. ‘The 
most tumultuens:applause: burst forth at the splendid coup.d'ail which 
this scene offered. ‘he Masque.was given out for every evening, and 
we should thiak it cannot fail of proving highly attractive. |
